Recent legislative 
proposals have been 
put before Congress 
concerning the 
banning of Alcohol 
and Tobacco 
advertisements . 

Would the banning of 
these ads from 
television, magazines 
and billboards be a 
violation of the 
advertisers rights as 
stated in the First 
Amendment? 

The freedom of the 
press and the freedom 
of speech are two 
rights which have 
caused many 
controversies. Many 
precedents have been 
set as a result of 
Supreme Court 
decisions involving 
these decisions. 

I feel it is a 
violation of our 
rights as United 
Stated citizens to be 
restricted in our use 
of the media for 
advertising purposes. 

The one factor 
which does concern me 
though is the easy 
access the 
advertisements have 
to children.* 

Children are very 
impre ssionable, and 
they may extract the^ 
wrong idea from, for 
example , a beer 
commercial . 

Children may think 
that drinking is a 
natural or acceptable 
part of growing up. 
Depending on the age 
of the child, they 
may not be aware of 
the dangers of 
prolonged drinking or 
smoking . 

Cigarette 

advertisements were 
banned from 
television in the 
late 60 ' s , with the 
hope of discouraging 
people from smoking 
cigarettes . The rate 
of smokers has gone 
down somewhat with 
the latest fitness 
craze , although the 
effect was not a very 
significant- one.

What makes 
petitioners believe 
that a ban on alcohol 
advertisements today 
will lower the rate 
of alcohol usage , 
when the ban on 
cigarette ads proved 
to be futile? 

The facts are that 
people continued to 
smoke even after the 
cigarette ads were 
pulled off 
television. Does 
Congress really think 
that people would 
give up drinking 
alcohol because there 
were no 

advertisements ? 

Common sense says 
that if people want

Only time 
will tell what the 
effect on the 
American people will 
be, and what our 
magazines and news- 
papers will look like 
if this proposal is 
put into effect.

’joe Versus the 
Volcano" is a 
surrealistic adult 
fairytale about a man 
who is forced to deal 
with his terminal 
illness. He is given 
the option of 
spending the last few 
months of his life in 
poverty, vegetating 
in his shabby 
apartment or taking 
a job with an 
exorbitantly high 
salary in which he 
agrees to die a 
hero's death. 

The movie takes on 
twists and turns of 
the most fantastic 
and absurd type. 

The entire project 
is a farce . The 
scenery and setting 
is totally 
unbelievable; it 
extends from the most 
dreary sets to 
something from a 
comic book . The 
characters are mostly 
stereotypes . 

Dialogue between 
the three characters , 
played by Meg Ryan, 
and the sorry 
character of Joe 
Banks , played by Tom 
Hanks , drips with 
shallow spirituality. 



Though the movie is 
a comical fairytale,
